v v nou a millionaire goes in for rac­ 
ing b i-i e x pe n se s a re ju*t ab out doub le 
those of a pleasure neason. 
Mr. W. K. 
Vand'-rb ilt, for i n s t a n c e , 
could not 
dream of a racing s e a s on that cost him 
less than #175,000, and ev en then Jie 
would find himst If running short of 
m on e y . 
To b egin with, there is the 
prize money of the crew, the special 
setting of tlie sails, the testing and ov er­ 
hauling, unless, indeed, t.he b oat were 
b uilt for a sjxcial race, when #500,000 
might 1m*considered as something to t**- 
gm with. 
After the yacht is b uilt and 
equipped and tested and approv ed, each 
race she runs costs #10,000 if it b e any 
race at all. 
If the yacht has b een much damaged, 
and 10 to 1 she will b e, the cost in ­ 
creases. 
But when a man b ecomes ex 
perienced with b oats he can sav e a great 
deal b y prov iding in adv ance, for all 
emergencies. 
It takes 80 men to make a proper crew 
for a yacht like Mr. Vanderb ilt’s V al­ 
iant, although 
less would man her. 
There are three cooks and three scul­ 
lions. 
The stewards v ary according to 
the numb er of guests. The captain of an 
ordinarily luxurious yacht commands 
#3,000 a year. 
W. K. Vanderb ilt has 
paid #0,000. A little b oat, holding b ut 
12 persons, costs its owner less for 
wages, of course, b ut a good deal for 
repairs. 
No wonder, then, that yachting, in 
the present extrav agant sense of the 
term, eats into t Ik* rev enues of t he rich­ 
est. 
Horse racing is nothing to it, and 
gamb ling cannot 1«* considered in com­ 
parison for a moment. 
A yacht could 
b reak the b ank at Monte Carlo and then 
not meet expenses. 
It is no answer to 
this to say that a yacht can b e b ought 
in New York for #14,000 and equipped 
with sails for a few hundred. 
Such 
craft, arc not considered yachts b y those 
who want to sail in the society of the 
cup defender. —Exchange, 


The N am ing of Yachts . 
The v ery sound of the Arrow and the 
Alarm, the Iona, the Fiona, the Cam ­ 
b ria and the Galatea serv es to recall the 
swell of snowy canv as and the tearing 
race through channel seas, while of 
modern b oats the Vanessa, the Volante 
and the Valkyrie equal in aptness of 
sound and sense the b est named of the 
older yachts. 
As an example of good 
and b ad yacht nomenclature may b e 
mentioned two pleasure b oats turned 
out ab out the same time b y a once well 
known yard (tin- cradle of some famous 
fliers) 
in Great 
Britain. 
One was 
called the Arab and the other the E arth­ 
quake. 
What b etter name could b e de­ 
v ised for a cruising yacht than the Arab , 
n wanderer on the ocean desert? 
While 
how ov erpowering a name for any kind 
of yacht was the Earthquake, howev er 
it might fit a torpedo b oat, which, I b e­ 
liev e, is merely numb ered. 
The poorest name which was ev er de­ 
v ised for a yacht is perhaps that of the 
latest challenger for the America’s cup 
—the Distant Shore. 
How can a yacht 
b e a shore? 
It is as feeb le as to call a 
horse Cav endish Square, which was the 
name of one running a few years ago 
who might as fitly hav e b een called 
\V i\st mi lister Ab b ey or Aldgate Pump. 
The American yachts which hav e suc­ 
cessiv ely retained the cup hav e all b een 
fairly named, if hardly so prettily as 
the challengers. The Puritan, the May­ 
flower, the Vigilant, the Volunteer and 
the Defender will pass muster, though 
tin' last is only apt in this particular 
connection, and the third would suit

George Parker Bidder was b orn in 
1800 at Morton Hampstead, in Dev on­ 
shire, where his father carried on a 
small b usiness as a stonemason. At the 
early age of 4 he showed a most ex­ 
traordinary ab ility for calculation, which 
with slight assistance from an elder 
b rother assumed quite phenomenal pro­ 
portions. 
His peculiar talents soon a t­ 
tracted general attention, and his father 
found it a much more profitab le employ­ 
ment to carry his son ab out the country 
and exhib it him as the “ Calculating 
Phenomenon” than following his trade. 
In this way young Bidder v isited many 
parts of England, astonishing tlie differ­ 
ent people who came to question him 
b y the wonderful rapidity with which 
he was ab le to answer, without external 
aid of any description, the most difficult 
questions. Of these the following are a 
few of the most extraordinary examples: 
If a flea spring 2 feet and 3 inches 


111 ev ery hop, how many hups must it 
take to go around the world, thecircum 
ferenee b eing 25,020 miles, and how 
long would it b e performing the journey 
allowing it to take 00 hops ev ery minute 
without intermission? Answer, 58,713,- 
000 hops and 1 year, 814 days, 13 hours 
and 20 minutes. 
The following question was solv ed b y 
him in 40 seconds: » Suppose the b all at 
the top of St. P a ul’s cathedral to b e 0 
feet in diameter, w hat did tlie gilding 
cost at 3 G<1. per square inch? Answer, 
£ 237 10s. Id. 
The following in 1 minute and 20 
seconds : » Suppose a city to b e illum inat­ 
ed with 9 ,9 9 9 lamps, each lamp to con­ 
sume one pint of oil ev ery four hoars 
in succession, how many gallons would 
they consume in 40 years? 
Answer, 
109 ,489 ,050 gallons. 
Another curious question was: Sup­ 
pose the earth to consist of 9 71,000,000 
inhab itants and suppose they die in 30 
years and 4 months, how many hav e re­ 
turned to dust since the time of Adam, 
computing it to b e 5,850 years? M ulti­ 
ply the answer b y 9 9 . 
During one of his exhib ition tours, 
fortunately for the lad, his performances 
attracted the attention of eminent schol­ 
ars, who after making inquiries sub se­ 
quently undertook his education. 
He 
was attached to the ordnance surv ey 
for a short time and afterward was as­ 
sociated with » Stephenson, the great en- I 
gineer. 
Some years after, he entered parlia­ 
ment, and numerous stories are extant 
of his wonderful skill in detecting a 
flaw in some elab orate sets of calcula­ 
tions, whereb y he was often enab led to 1 
upset an opponent’s case. 
Or, at other 
times, lie would estab lish his own ease 
b y arguments b ased upon mathematical 
data, 
possib ly only at 
the moment j 
placed b efore him. 
It is said that on i 
one occasion an opposing counsel asked 1 
that he might not he allowed to remain i 
in tlie committee room on the ground 
j 
that “ nature had endowed him with I 
qualities that did not place his oppo- i 
nexits on a fair footing. ” 
After taking a leading part in many j 
important engineering works, he died at j 
Dartmouth, i?ept. 20, 187s. 
Another of these extraordinary ehi 1 
dren, b etween whom and Bidder honors 
were 
almost 
equally 
div ided, was 
Zerah 
Colb urn, b orn at 
Cab ot, Vt., , 
» Sept. 1, 1804. 
Signs of his wonder- 1 
fill power appeared at a v ery tender 
age. 
The discov ery was accidentally 
made b y his father, who was much sur­ 
prised one day to hear him repeating 
tin* product of sev eral numb ers, al­ 
though at the time he had receiv ed no 
other instruction than such as could b e 
ob tained at a small country 
school 
whose curriculum did not include w rit­ 
ing or ciphering. He thereupon proposed 
a v ariety of arithmetical questions to 
his son, all of which the child answered 
with remarkab le facility and correct­ 
ness. 
At tlie age of 8 the b oy was ab le 
to solv e most difficult questions b y the 
mere opera, ion of his mind. Many per­ 
sons of tlie first eminence for their 
knowledge in mathematics made a point 
of seeing and conv ersing with him, and 
they proposed to him a great v ariety of 
questions to test his marv elous powers. 
Among them were the following: 
Giv e the square root of 9 9 9 ,9 9 9 . A ft­ 
er hesitating a little lie replied 9 9 9 ,9 9 9 ,- 
000,001 and ob serv ed that he produced 
this result b y multiplying the square of 
37,037 b y the square of 27. 
He was 
then asked to m ultiply the answer twice 
b y 49 and once b y 25, a task which he 
accomplished successfully, though the 
answer consists of IT figures. 
Name the cub e root of 413,9 9 3,348,- 
077. To this he gav e the correct answer 
m fiv e seconds. How many times would 
a coach wheel 12 feet in circumference 
turn round in 25(1 miles, and how many 
minutes in 4s years. 
To the first he re­ 
plied in two seconds 112,» 140, and to the 
second, b efore the question could b e 
written down, 25,228,800, and added 
that the numb er of seconds in the same 
period was 1,513,728. \\ hat are tlie fac­ 
tors of 247.48,*}? To this he replied 9 4I 
and 203, which are the only factors.— 
Strand Magazine.

wood in the following terms: 
“ It hath been no custom in me of ali 
other men (courteous readers) to com ­ 
m it my plays to the press. 
The reason,

insufficiency, 1 bad rather subscribe in 
that to their severe censure than by 
seeking to avoid the imputa tion of w ea k­ 
ness to incur greater suspicion of hon­ 
esty, fo r, though some have used a d« >u- 
ble sa le of their labors hist to the stage 
and after to the press, I here proclaim 
myself ever fa ithful to the first and 
never g uilty of the la st.” 
The author of the most successful 
comedy of modern times ex hibited the 
same indifference to, or rather dislik« 
of, the printer.

tion, from its first appearance on May
